A 
drop of the poisonous froth touched this 
scratch and a germ of the terribie disease 
was in his system. 


Slight Burn Causes Infection. 

Mrs. Nash was alone in the room with her 
husband a day or two before his death when 
the man went into a convulsion. Rushing to 
his side she ministered to him as best she 
could, forgetting a burn on her forefinger 
that had been caused by lighting a match. 
The man was frothing at the mouth and a 
drop fell on his wife’s sore finger. The harm 
had been done. 

,When fever gave them the first warning of 
their condition, both Mrs. Nash and Dr. 
Davis went at once to the Pasteur institute 
and put themselves under Dr. Lagorio’s care. 
The expert informed them they were suffer- 
ing from hydfrophobia, but told them he be-

“MEANS OF ESCAPE. 


Turo 8 Attack J. L. Travis as He | 
Stands on the Platform of the Twen- | 


ty-sixth Street Station of the South 
Side Elevated Road and After Beat- 
ing Him They Jump Down Between 
the Rails and Reach Twenty-second 


Street—Police Take Up Chase, 1 


After beating and robbing a man on the 
platform of the Twenty-sixth street station 
of the South Side elevated road last night, 
two highwaymen escaped by jumping to the 
track and running on the elevated structure 
to the Twenty-second street station. There 
they took a north-bound train and escaped. 

The victim was J. L. Travis, a traveling 
man for an Eastern shoe house. Mr. Travis 
resides at Forty-seventh street and Wabash 
avenue, and had ascended to the platform, at 
Twenty-sixth street at 9:80 o'clock in order 
to take a train for home. No one else was on 
the platform when Mr. Travis reached it and 
he stood waiting with no thought of danger, 
when two colored men ascended the stairs 
and approached him. | 

Without a word of warning one of the men 
seized Mr. Travis, pinioning his arms, and 
the other began to search his pockets. Travis 
began to struggle and shout lustily for help. 

“Keep quiet or you will be hurt,“ said the 
man who was holding him. 

Travis kept on shouting - and struggling

ARRESTED JUST AS RELIEF HE 
SEEKS IS NEAR AT HAND, 


Samuel Goodman, Who Is Compelled 
to Support a Family on $600 a Year, 
Taken in Custody When a Govern- 
ment Agent Is in the Building Con- 
‘sidering the Proposition of More 
Pay—Makes a Plea for rent Ad- 
mitting Thefts. 


Desperate in his attempts to support a wife 
and two children on a salary of $600 a year, 
Samuel S. Goodman, a postoffice clerk, 
robbed the mails. Yesterday he was ar- 
rested just as Chief Beavers of the postoffice 
salary and allowance division had arrived 
from Washington to consider, among other 
things, the advisability of raising the sal- 
aries of the lowest-paid clerks. He was in 
Inspector Stuart's office when the prisoner 
was brought in.

The official then intimated that a raise in 
salary probably would be given to the $600 
clerks, who were advanced from $400 wanes 
Postmaster Gordon. 

When Goodman was arrested six. stolen 
and opened letters were found in his pos- 
session. He was caught in the act of secret- 
ing the missives, and before he could leave 
the postoffice for luncheon he was placed 
under arrest by Inspectors Mayer and Farrell.

Mason he waived examination and was held 
to the federal grand jury in $2,500 bonds.

Goodman is one of the several hundred 
clerks employed under Postmaster Coyne at 
the salary of $600 a year.

Goodman, has been employed in the post- 
office since May, 1899, when he entered the 
mailing division as a distributer. Previous 
to this date he had worked as a substitute 
clerk, receiving small pay on occasional days 
when he happened to be needed. He lives 
at 264 East Thirty-ninth street with his wife 
and two children.

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SWEDISH EDITOR AND AUTHOR ‘DEAD. |

C. F. Peterson, Swedish author and newspaper editor, died yesterday morning at bis 
residence, 744 Berwyn avenue, after an illness of seven weeks, cancer of the liver being 
the cause of death, Mr. Peterson ranked 
among the foremost Swedish writers of 77 cau 
America. He had written a dozen books on! 7 . 
historical, political, and sociological matters ; 
in Swedish, and to newspaper readers of his 
nationality had been known for thirty years 
under the nom de plumes of Jeppe and 
„Fredrik.“ Charles Fredrik Peterson was 
born at Fitt ja. Province of Sédermaniand, 
Sweden, on April 16, 1843. He was attending 
school at Falun, Sweden, when he was seized 
with a desire for adventure, and took passage 
to the United States, He sought to enlist 
in the union army, but was barfed by his 
poor eyes. In 1870 he became editor of the 
Minnesota Tidning of St. Paul and later 
editor of thte Illinois Swede at Galva, III. 
He continued as editor of this paper after its 
change of name to Nya Verlden and removal 
to Chicago, and was retained in the position 
when the paper became Svenska Tribunen. 
In 1884 he became part owner and editor of 
the Swedish American, and later was editor of 
Svea Daily Scandia, of Svenska Tribunen 


Mr. Peterson's first book was a volume 
in Swedish entitled The Swedes in IIII- 
nois,”” published in 1871. Among his best 


known works are The Republic and Its In- 5 , 
stitutions,” American Orators,” “A History of the United States,” “One Hundred 


Years,” à history of civilization in the last century, and a novel,“ Love and Duty,” 
all in Swedish. He wrote also in English a history of Sweden, a volume of essays, and 
a cbllection of Swedish poems translated into English. Several volumes of poetry from 
his pen have been published in the last ten years. Mr. Peterson was a close student of 
politics, and his writings in this line were widely read by Swedish-Americans. He was 
a Republican until 1885, when he disapproved of the party’s attitude on the tariff and in 
tax matters and announced his adherence to Henry George. 8 

Mr. Peterson left a wife, two sons, and two daughters. The funeral will be held at 
2 o'clock on Sunday afternoon from the family residence. |

Dr. Fawcett diediwhile Chicago Methedists 
were planning the annual camp meetjug at 
Desplaines, where he was expected to be a 
prominent figure.

Frank Bristol for many years 
in leading the evangelistic work at these 
meetings. 

Dr. Fawcett, who was 59 years old, was 
born near Toronto, Ont.

He occupied a pulpit in 
Canada for several years and then went to 
Iowa, where in 1863 he joined the Upper Iowa 
conference.

Rains in the Spring Wheat Region 
Have Been of Great Benefit—Damag- 
ing Frosts Occurred from Washing- 


Valley—Winter. Wheat Harvest Be- 
gun in Several States, | | 


Washington, D. C., June 11.—[Special.}]— 
Weather bureau's weekly crop report: 
Much needed and generally abundant rains 
have fallen during the week in the spring 
wheat region, which has suffered from pro- 
tracted drought, and the drought conditions 
in the lower Missouri Valley have been 
largely relieved; though portions of Missouri 
continue to need more rain, Damaging 
frosts occurred from Washingten and Ore- 
gon eastward over the northern Rocky 
Mountain districts to the upper Mississippi 
Valley, the week averaging decidedly cool 
in these districts, the lake region, and over 
the northern portions of the central valleys 
and the middie Atlantic States. As a whole 
the week has been generally favorable in the 
districts east of the Rocky Mountains, es- 
pecially so in the middle Atlantic States and 
Ohio Valley. .. 

While the weather conditions have been 
less unfavorable to corn than in the previous 
week, this crop continues to make slow 
progress in the principal corn States. A 
slight. improvement is quite generally re- 
ported over the southern portion ot the corn 


States. In the Dakotas and Minnesota the 
crop has been seriously damaged by frost. 


Winter Wheat Improved. 
Winter wheat has experienced improve- 
ment in the States of the lower Missouri 
Valley, which was suffering from drought 
in the previous week, but from portions of 


York less favorable reports are received, 
due principally to the ravages of the Hessian 
Hy. Harvest has begun in North Carolina, 
Tennessee, and in the southern portions of 
Missouri and Kansas, and wheat is begin- 
ning to ripen in Maryland and Virginia.

THE AMERICAN LOCOMOTIVE.

tives they bought a few years ago cost moro 
in repairs, oll, and fuel than English-built 
locomotives do. American engine-builders 
admit the correctness of their statements, 
and then explain why no general conclusions 
unfavorable to American locomotives. should 
be drawn from them. 

In the first place the engines built in 
this country for the Midland railway were 
not made to conform in all respects to 
American standard models. The railroad 
insisted on their being a little narrower 
and with shorter smoke-stacks, so that 
they might fit local conditions on the line. 
In the second place—and this is a more 
important matter—these American engiues 
have been used to haul the light trainloads 
of an English road instead of the heavy 
trainloads they would have had to hau! if 
used in this country. These engines were 
not economically used because they were not 
worked anywhere near their capacity. 

The assistant chief engineer of a French 
railway says that American locomotives run- 
ning on it consume more fuel than French 
engines do. The ex-manager of the rail- 
ways of the Cape Colony says that the 
American engines in use there consumed 
20 per cent more coal than the English 
ones did, but that the former could haul 
more than any other engines that ever had 
been tested in the colony. If English or 
French locomotives were tried on the larger 
American roads they would have to be dis- 


trainloads customary here. Owing to the 
use of heavy engines to haul heavy loads 
the cost in American train service of the 
American locomotive, based on tons of 
freight per mile, falls below that of the 
British locomotive. | 
Wherever the full capacity of the Ameri- 
can engine is utilized, as in Japan, Aus- 
tralia, and South America, for instance, 
it has driven rival engines out of the field. 
It has proved itself more economical than 
any of its competitors, It is more expensive 
only when it is not intelligently used. if 
the managers of English railways ever learn 
the economy of freight cars with devent loads 
they will find it expedient to buy American 


TWO ADVANCES IN CAR QUESTION. 

The City Council took two steps forward 
on Monday night on the traction question. 
It registered its disposition not only to 
stand by the grooved rail ordinance but to 
centralize the treatment of the entire trac- 
tion problem in the hands of the Local 
Transportation committee, 
Three weeks ago Alderman Gary intro- 
duced an order to permit the Union Trac- 
tion company to repair their tracks on 
the Milwaukee avenue cable line, using 
therefor tram rails, and the order was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Streets and 
Alleys West. At the following Council 
meeting that committee, by a vote of 8 
to 3, apparently after superficial investi- 
gation, recommended the passage of the 
order. When, however, this report came 
-up for action last Monday night, the Coun- 
cil inclined to regard the permit as intended 
to allow the company practically to renew 
the whole or a considerable part of its tracks 
on the line mentioned with tram rails, and 
there was accordingly almost unanimous 
opposition to the recommendation. Instead, 
therefore, of approving it the Council with- 
drew the whole subject from the committee 
named and referred it to the Local Trans-

Gustavus Myers, author of the only com- 
plete history of Tammany, contributes to 
the June Forum an article in which he 
seeks to account for the continued power of 
that society, in spite of its century of theft 
and dishonor. He ascribes the surprising 
strength of Tammany to the fact that it 
has always pretended to stand for the poor 
as against the rich—for the democracy as 
against the aristocracy. Its appeal to dass 


feeling is the chief secret of its power. The 


other sources of its success are its perfect 
organization and the astuteness of many of 
its leaders. To these causes Mr. Myers 
might have added the further important 
fact that the members of Tammany are men 
who are willing to surrender their political 
independence absolutely into the hands of 
a boss. This gives the society a compact 
unity which the more self-respecting ele- 
ments of New York have never been able 
to achieve. 
From the founding of Tammany society 
in 1789 by William Mooney and its first 
effective organization by Aaron Burr to its 
present status under Richard Croker its 
aims and methods have always been essen- 
tially the same. Its solidarity has been 
cemented by the “ cohesive power of public 
plunder.” Its power among the poorer 


classes has sprung from its ability to make | 


them believe it was their friend. By its 
superb system of organization it comes into 
direct touch with the people. It can make 
a house-to-house canvass of the whole city 


in twenty-four hours. Its Readers give an- 


nual dinners to the poor of their districts. 


-They get this or that man out of trouble. 


Jobs are distributed where they will “do 
the most good.” If a poor widow be in 
danger of eviction Tammany gives her help. 
A thousand and one methods of this kind 
are employed, with cool political sagacity, 
to preserve the illusion of the poorer people 
that Tammany. is their friend. With the 
power thus created Tammany has been 
able during more than a century to steal 
untold millions from the city and to extort 
vast sums from the criminal classes with 
impunity. 


It is curious to note how uniformly Tum; 


many has stood on the wrong side of every 
great ‘issue, local or national, and with 
what ease it has changed sides whenever 
there was anything in it.” 
Tammany was hostile to Catholics and to 
foreigners, and-likewise to popular suf- 
frage. When manhood suffrage and in- 
creased immigration made the votes of for- 
eigners valuable Tammany changed its pol- 
icy and posed as their friend. The society 
fought bitterly against the Brie Canal, 


which has done much to create the wealth | 


so freely plundered by this same Tammany. 
The only times when it has espoused a good 
cause or nominated good candidates has 
been after exposures of its plunderings, 
when it needed rehabilitation. As Mr, 
Myers says, Tammany has been “ remarka- 
bly adaptive.” He is correct in ascribing 
its chief strength to its well sustained pose 
of “friend of the poor,” after the Robin 
Hood method. Apparently its power will

The result of co- 
operation in lines of fire protection would 
indicate that a like result might be obtained 
in the direction of a proper rate to under- 
write a certain class of hazard.

HEAR that the French Ambassador at 
Madrid, M. Patenotre, who is married 
to the daughter of one of the principal 
newspaper proprietors at Philadelphia, 
has, by direction of his government, en- 
tered a protest against the presence in Span- 
ish ports and in Spanish rivers of vessels 
flying the French flag, with a French mill- 
tary force on board, and yet which not 
merely decline to recognize the French gov- 


ernment, but which are actually at war 


therewith. 

It seems that the large yacht of the exiled 
French pretender, the Duke of Orleans, has 
been lying at anchor in the river at Seville, 
with its owners on board. The Duke's birth- 
day was celebrated there on board by a dis-

species of military ceremony, the crew of 
the yacht, numbering over 100 men, being 
paraded on deck with side arms and rijfies. 
Speeches were made by one of the royalist 
delegates calling down anathemas upon the 
French government and winding up with 
cheers for the pretender and for the Duchess 
as King and Queen of France, the crew 
meanwhile presenting arms, the officers low- 
ering their swords, and the buglers sounding 
the salute. 
Had it not been for the fact that the French 
official colors—namely: the national tri- 
color—were fiying at the masthead, and that 
the local authorities of Seville, including the 
Mayer of the city, the Provincial Governor, 
the Cardinal Archbishop, and the General 
commanding the military district, were on 
board and took part in the ceremony, no 
notice would have been taken of the affair. | 
There is a stringent international rule in 
Europe against soldiers or sailors landing 
on foreign soil armed without having ob- 
tained the permission of the government of 
the country which they are visiting, and so 
Strictly is this observed that German and 
Russian marines, who when in home ports 
are prohibited from showing themselves 
anywhere on land in uniform without their 
side arms, are obliged to leave them on board 
when landing in foreign ports. 
Strictly speaking this rule extends to all 
foreign shipping in port and to the people on 
, the waters being within the jurisdic- 
tion of the government of the country in 
question. But by international comity ex- 
ceptions are made in favor of foreign men- 
of-war, not as a right but as a courtesy. 
That is to say, no cruiser, or even any un- 
armed government vessel with an armed 
force on board, can enter a foreign port and 
anchor there as a matter of right, but merely 
as a matter of courtesy, for which, theoret- 
ically, permission is required. | 
Now, although this courtesy may be ex- 
tended to the shipping belonging to a foreign 
government, it has never until now been 
conceded to any private individuals, and the 
idea of a man who is at open war against | 
the French government and. under the ban 
of its laws takihg an armed vessel with an 
armed force on board, flying the French 
flag, so far into the interior of a foreign 
country as Seville is altogether contrary to 
the rules and spirit of both maritime and in- 
ternational law. 
Indeed, so extraordinary is the position of 
the Duke of Orleans in the matter that, were 
he, while sailing his yacht from Spain to 
Sicily, to encounter the French fleet, its com- 
manding Admiral would be fully justified in 
seizing the yacht and making prisoners of 
all on board; not because the Duke is the 
pretender but because he is flying the French 
flag on a boat carrying guns and an armed 
force which not only does not recognize the 
authority of the French government but ac- 
tually acknowledges itself to be in open, 
enmity against the latter. Indeed, the Duke, 
his yacht, and all on board could be treated 
by the French Admiral as pirates. /¢ 
While on this subject I may mention 
that no European government would show 
the good nature and indulgence displayed 
by the United States when it allows‘veterans 
of the Italian and other foreign armies to 
parade through the streets, not only wear- 
ing the uniforms of the foreign armies to 
which they have belonged—and in many 
cases do still belong—but, likewise their 
swords and rifies.
